S. Korean Hostage Beheaded 


U.S. strikes Fallujah site linked to terror leader al-Zarqawi 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Islamic militants Tuesday 
beheaded a South Korean man who pleaded 
in a heart-wrenching videotape that “I don’t 
want to die” after his government refused to 
pull its troops from Iraq. He was the third 
foreign hostage decapitated in the Middle 
East in little over a month. 

Hours later, the United States launched 
an airstrike in Fallujah on what the U.S. mil- 
itary said was a safehouse used by followers 


of the country’s most-wanted terrorist: Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi, whose organization was 
believed behind the beheading of the hos- 
tage, Kim Sun-il. It was the second attack 
against the terror network in three days, the 
U.S. military said. 

The Arabic language television channel 
Al- Jazeera broadcast a videotape of a terri- 


fied Kim kneeling, blindfolded and wearing 
an orange jumpsuit similar to those issued 
to prisoners at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. Five 
hooded and armed men stood behind him. 

One of the masked men read a statement 
addressed to the Korean people: “This is what 
your hands have committed. Your army has not 
come here for the sake of Iraqis, but for cursed 
America.” The video as broadcast did not show 
Kim being executed, robert h.reid (a p)

Wal-Mart 
Faces Bias 
Class-Action 

SAN FRANCISCO I A sex- discrimination law- 
suit against Wal-Mart Stores Inc. won class- 
action status Tuesday, allowing it to include 
up to 1.6 million current and former female 
employees in the largest private civil rights 
case in U.S. history. 

The suit alleges the retail giant set up 
a system that frequently pays its female 
workers less than their male counterparts 
for comparable jobs and bypasses them for 
key promotions. 

U.S. District Judge Martin Jenkins decided 
to expand the lawsuit to include virtually all 
women who work or have worked at Wal-Mart’ s 
3,500 U.S. stores since December 1998. 

Wal-Mart, which is based in Bentonville, 
Ark., and is the nation’s largest private employ- 
er, had sought to limit the scope of the lawsuit 
and said it would appeal the ruling. 

The decision that the case merits class - 
action status was pivotal because it gives 
lawyers for the women tremendous lever- 
age as they pursue punitive damages, as 
well as back pay and other compensation.

Moore’s Film to Stay at ‘R’ 


Decision could cut into movie s revenues by 20% 


ENTERTAINMENT I Michael Moore 
and his distributors lost their 
appeal Tuesday to lower the R rat- 
ing for “Fahrenheit 9/11,” his scath- 
ing assault on President George W. 
Bush’s actions before and after the 
Sept. 11 attacks. 

The R rating prohibits those 
17 and younger from seeing 
“Fahrenheit 9/11” without an adult. 
Lions Gate Films and IFC Films, 
the movie’s distributors, said an 
appeals board for the Motion 
Picture Association of America 
rejected their request to reduce 
the rating to PG-13. 

Jonathan Sehring, president of 


IFC Films, said the R rating could 
reduce the film’s theatrical revenues 
by 10 to 20 percent. 

Moore urged younger teenag- 
ers to go see the film anyway. “I 
encourage all teenagers to come 
see my movie, by any means nec- 
essary,” he said. 

“Fahrenheit 9/11,” which won the 
top honor at last month’s Cannes 
Film Festival, depicts the White 
House as asleep at the wheel before 
the Sept. 11 attacks. Moore accuses 
Bush of fanning fears of terrorism to 
win support for the Iraq war. 

The movie was rated R for “vio- 
lent and disturbing images and for 


language.” The images include an 
Iraqi man tossing a dead baby into 
a truckload of bodies and a public 
beheading in Saudi Arabia. 

“Today was a classic example of 
how the ratings system works to 
benefit parents, for whom the rat- 
ings system was designed,” MPAA 
chief Jack Valenti said. 

Tom Ortenberg, president of 
Lions Gate Films, had argued to 
the appeals board that 15- and 16- 
year-olds should be free to see the 
film on their own because they 
could end up in military service in 
Iraq in the next few years.

Senate Votes to Increase

L.A. Times Cuts 
Nearly 200 Jobs 

LOS ANGELES I The Los Angeles 
Times is eliminating about 190 
jobs at its newspaper and commu- 
nity publications as part of a cost- 
cutting plan ordered by its corporate 
parent, Chicago -based Tribune Co. 

The Times said Tuesday that 42 
editorial employees accepted volun- 
tary buyouts offered by the paper 
while another 20 newsroom staffers 
were laid off. The newspaper won 
five Pulitzer prizes in April, the sec- 
ond most won by a newspaper in a

WASHINGTON I Faced with public ire 
over racy language, explicit scenes 
and skin -baring outfits, the Senate 
overwhelmingly agreed on Tuesday 
to fine radio and television broad- 
casters and personalities as much 
as $3 million a day for airing inde- 
cent entertainment. 

After the uproar stoked by Janet 
Jackson and Justin Timberlake’s 
“wardrobe malfunction” at this 
year’s Super Bowl, the Senate rushed 
the bill through on a 99-1 vote. 


Under the measure, the maxi- 
mum fine for both broadcasters and 
entertainers would increase to up 
to $275,000 per indecent incident, 
up from $27,500 for license holders 
and $11,000 for personalities. The 
fines would keep increasing for each 
incident until a maximum fine of 
$3 million a day is reached. 

The House passed a similar bill 
that would set fines at $500,000. 
Differences between the two bills 
must be worked out. (ap)

With a magnifying glass, a view- 
er can make out individual blossoms 
on Mimi Hegler’s “Hydrangeas,” a 
3 -by- 4 -inch painting that is among 
1,122 tiny artworks on view at the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Ripley 
Center International Gallery. 

A filigreed silver box, topped 
with a magnifying glass, con- 
tains the smallest works in the 
Third Exhibition of Fine Arts in 
Miniature: three ivory discs the 
size of shirt buttons, painted in 
watercolor. 

One depicts the Taj Mahal in 
Agra, India. Another portrays the 
Emperor Shah Jahan who ordered 
it built, and the third depicts his 
wife, Mumtaz Mahal, for whom 
it was built. 



There are 516 artists from 
16 countries represented at the 
show, which has pieces vary- 
ing from landscapes, por- 
traits, still life, water- 
color, oil painting 
and prints to sculp- 
ture, enamels, por- 
celain and scrim- 
shaw. 

All are for sale 
at prices ranging 
from $100 to near- 
ly $5,000. 

Miniatures go 
back at least to medi- 
eval times, when artists 
painted pictures on the initial 
letters of sections in Bibles and 
other religious manuscripts. 

Before photography, miniature 
portraits were the way to keep the 
image of a significant other in a 
locket or pouch, or on a desk or 
dressing table. 


John A. Thompson is presi- 
dent of the Miniature Painters, 
Sculptors and Gravers Society of 
Washington, which orga- 
nized the show. He 
said it takes imagi- 
nation, vision and 
knowledge to cre- 
ate miniature art 
works. 

“Only sur- 
gery comes close 
to the virtuos- 
ity required of the 
miniature artist,” he 
wrote in an introduction 
to the show. 

Miniature artists like to 
work on ivory. It’s sometimes syn- 
thetic ivory since international rules 
to protect elephants now make the 
genuine article harder to find. 

One of the artists in the show 
used a piece from the tusk of a pre- 
historic mastodon, carl hartman (ap)

Montgomery Drug 
Charges Detailed 


Anti-doping agency 
accuses track star of 
widespread steroid use 

DOPING I The U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency alleges 100 -meter world- 
record holder Tim Montgomery 
used five banned steroids and 
human growth hormone, the Los 
Angeles Times reported Tuesday. 

According to documents 
obtained by the newspaper, USADA 
accuses Montgomery of using 
banned substances as far back as 
2000, two years before setting the 
world record. In addition to the 
steroids and growth hormone, the 
agency says Montgomery used the 
blood-booster EPO and insulin. 

In notifying Montgomery of 
alleged doping violations that might 
keep him off the U.S. Olympic team 


this summer, USADA also says it 
“anticipates testimony” — it doesn’t 
say from whom — regarding 
Montgomery’s “admitted use of the 
‘clear,’” which was later determined 
to be the designer steroid THG. 

Other evidence against 
Montgomery allegedly includes urine 
and blood test results that USADA 
says are consistent with the use of 
banned substances; calendars sketch- 
ing out cycles of substance use; hand- 
written notes that make reference to 
various steroids; and laboratory pay- 
ments, invoices and correspondence, 
the Times reported. 

The accusations are contained 
in a letter that USADA sent to 
Montgomery on June 7- The letter 
notified Montgomery of potential 
violations. Montgomery has never 
failed a doping test administered by 
track or Olympic authorities, (ap)

Scandinavians In, Italy Out of Euro 2004 


EURO 2004 I Sweden and Denmark 
played a 2-2 draw on Tuesday to 
reach the quarterfinals of Euro 
2004, a result that automatically 
eliminated Italy. 

Italy rallied to defeat Bulgaria 
2-1 on a second-half injury time win- 


ner from Antonio Cassano. Sweden, 
Denmark and Italy finished level in 
Group C with five points, but the two 
Scandinavian countries advanced 
because of abetter goal difference. 

Jon Dahl Tomasson scored twice 
for the Danes, while Henrik Larsson 


also scored for Sweden.

SKELETONS I Forget the photo ops 
on the snowboard and the Harley. 
Never mind the rebel Vietnam vet. 
If John Kerry’s supporters still need 
to prove that their candidate isn’t 
a stiff-necked square, maybe they 
should be blaring “Guitar Boogie 
Shuffle.” 

That’s the surf-rock shimmy that 
opens an album by the Electras, a 
high-school band featuring a 
young John Kerry on electric bass. 
Recorded in 1961 on a reel-to-reel 
recorder in a rehearsal room at St. 
Paul’s School in New Hampshire, 
the collection of garage -rock work- 
outs was pressed onto a small batch 
of vinyl and soon forgotten. 

But the bassist’s political aspi-

rations have revived interest 
in the band. Recently, the less- 
famous band members reissued 
it on compact disc and put it up 
for sale on the Web site electras - 
rockandrollband.com. 

In the original liner notes 
(excluded from the reissue), one 
P.W. Johnson, a classmate who was 
later killed in Vietnam, describes 
the future senator as the “pro- 
ducer of a pulsating rhythm that 
lends tremendous force to all the 
members.” 

That was an apt, if somewhat 
overstated, assessment, said Larry 
Rand, a founding member of the 
Electras. 

“I think it’s fair to say that John’s 
bass was prominent because it was 
loud, said Rand. “Yes, it was a pul- 
sating rhythm. That’s fair.” 

Consider Kerry’s contributions 
to “You Can’t Sit Down,” one of the 


few tunes in which the bass sup- 
plies more than a background 
duck walk. 

It’s a chugging little number 
that sounds as if Kerry is lay- 
ing down rhythm on an ampli- 
fied rubber band. Except for the 
two tracks to which Rand lent his 
vocals, the album plies a studious 
set of instrumentals in the vein 
of swinging rock outfits like the 
Ventures. 

By the time most of the Electras, 
including Kerry, graduated in 1962, 
the band had racked up a handful 
of gigs at proms and debutante par- 
ties. And they had pitched in to get 
about 500 copies of their St. Paul’s 
recordings pressed. 

Just as they once split up those 
slabs of nostalgia, the profits from 
the reissue are being split among 
the members. 

Funneling the loot to the Kerry 
campaign, said Rand, a Kerry sup- 
porter, was out of the question 
because of the “political division

I think that people who are not 
inclined to accept his version of 
events or his judgments are going 
to be very busy picking apart lots that 
he’s written, if they are so inclined. 

Does Clinton discuss the genocide 
in Rwanda in his memoir? 

He does, to say that not interven- 
ing was one of his biggest regrets as 
president. Like most who have stud- 
ied this, he observes that the failed 
Somalia initiative the year before 
limited political support for doing 
more there. He does not explore his 
decision or non- decision at length, 
and does not offer detail about the 
precise circumstances he faced and 
why the administration chose not to 
confront the 1994 genocide. 

Why is it that Clinton spends about 
half his book on his difficult child- 
hood and then blames his Lewinsky 
affair on his deceased stepfather’s 
alcoholism? Why not blame his staff 
for allowing their boss to become 
overworked and under-rested? 

I think to be fair to what Clinton 
has written and said in interviews, 
he is not casting blame on others for 
his actions with Lewinsky, but has 
gone through counseling to under- 
stand the origins of what he calls 
his “personal demons.” 

While president (though, not 
that I read it in the book), he did 
blame his staff for overscheduling 
him. But then he was always the one 
to later insist on adding more events 
and appearances to the day.
